HE matter of the estate of Mrs. Mary 
T Phelan, late of 4 Sullivan street, 
Dublin, came before tate Court on an 
application on béhalf of Miss Margaret 
Phelan, 4 Sullivan street, her grand-daughter 
and sole legatee, for a direction regarding 
the payment of costs incurred in proceedings 
by the applicant to set aside a grant of 
administration (intestate) isshed to the 
applicant’s father, William Phelan, 8 Park: 
gate street, Dublin. 

The application had been adjourned by Mr. 
Justice fianna on the previous Friday for 
the attendance of the parties to give oral 
evidence. 

Mrs. Mary Phelan died on 27th October, 
1935, and William Phelan applied for 
administration (intestate) of her estate, whic! 
was granted on llth November, 1935. Sub- 
sequently Miss M. Phelan took proceedings, 
ahd by consent the grant to her father was 
revoked, and a grant of administration was 
issued to her as universal légatee under a 
will dated 26th February, 1929. On Alst 
February last the Court directed that William 
Phelan should account for the assets of Mary 
Phelan that had come into his hands. 

Mr, J. Farrell, who (instrueted by Mr. J. 
J.Kennedy) appeared for Miss M. Phelan, 
said that £476 19s. 8d., the amount of the 
assets which had come into the hands of 
William Phelan; had been handed over to 
Miss Phelan’s solicitor. 

Miss M. Phelan stated that the testatrix, 
about three months before her death, showed 
witness her will. Her brother James denied 
that there was a will, and eventually, after 
consulting her solicitor, witness searched the 
house, and in her brother’s room in a locked 
trunk found an attaché case, which contained 
a bundle of papers, including insurance 
policies on the life of her grandmother and 
the will. 

During her grandmother’s last illness, while 
a Mrs. Flanagan was washing some of her 
grandmother’s clothes at 4 Sullivan street, a 
bundle of Treasury notes was found hidden 
in a dress. Her father, who took possession 
of the money, said that it amounted to £67 

Answering Mr, W. Molony, who (in- 
structed by Mr. P. M. Seales) appeared for 
William and James Phelan, witness said that 
she had discontinued an action which she 
had brought against her father in respect of 
the £67 


PLEDGED A RING 

Wm. Phelan said that his daughter nevet 
mentioned a will to him before he applied 
for administration. He became harsh 
towards his daughter because she kept late 
hours and because she had pledged a ring 
that had belonged to her mother. His son 
had been in the habit of keeping his room 
locked for over twelve months before his 
grandmother's death. The attaché case had 
been put in his son’s room for safe keeping 
after the death of Mrs. Phelan, and it did not 
contain a will when lie saw it opened. The 
story about his getting the £67 was “a fairy 
tale.”’ 

Answering Mr. Farrell, witness said that 
his son told him he had since repaid the £67, 
but did not say he did so to keep witness out 
of trouble. He told witness he had had the 
money all along. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Where was the will? 
—My daughter must have had it all the time. 

James Phelan, son of the previous witness, 
said that the will of the testatrix was not 
in the attaché case when he opened it. 

Answering Mr. Farrell, witness said that 
it was he who got the £67 from Mrs, Flafia- 
gan. Most of it went to pay bills that were 
due after his grandmother’s death. He did 
not tell his father where he got it. He 
repaid the money because he did not want 
Mrs. Flanagan to be involved in the matter, 

Miss M. Phelan, recalled, said that she 
had pawned the ring referred to by her 
father in order to raise money to pay a debt. 
She denied that she had kept late hours. 

Mr. Farrell said that Mrs. Flanagan would 
not come to Court. 

Mr. Justice Hanna adjourned the matter 


until next Friday, and gave liberty for the 
issue of a é@ubpoena for the attendance of 
Mrs. Flanagan.

With this statement, Mr. Kevin Haugh 
opened the case for the State against three 
men from the County Waterford area, who 
were charged before the Military Tribunal 
yesterday with refusing to answer. questions 
relating to their movements on the 26th April 
last. 

The men. were John Tobin, Killineen, Dun- 
garvan; Wilham O'Donoghue, Knocknafri- 
bane, Cappoquin; Edmond Carrigan, Grange, 
Knocklofty, Clonmel. 

Detective Guard James McCabe, one of the 
police witnesses, was questioned by 
O’Donohue, who asked: ' Were you the man 
who plotted and planned that detectives 
would waylay me on the road from Dun- 
garvan to Waterford, and take me to the 
Waterford road at midnight and strip me? ” 

The Witness—No. 

All three men reiused to 
authority of the Tribunal. 

The following sentences were imposed, to 
date from the day of arrest (12th May) :— 
Tobin and O’Donohue, six months’ imprison- 
ment each, and Carrigan, three months’ im- 
prisonment 

William Flynn, Coolnaneige, Kilworth, 
County Cork; Denis Barry, 22 Cork read, 
Fermoy, and William Lonergan, Roaches: 
town, Ardfinnan, Co. Tipperary, who also had 
refused to give an account of their movements 
and actions, were each sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment to date from the day 
of arrest. 

Superintendent Higgins, Fermoy, said that 
Flynn refused to answer the questions: “' Do 
you know Mr, Sean Troy, District Justice? ” 
“ Do you know Mr. Troy’s motor car ? ”' and 
other questions relating to his movements, 

Papers found in the possession of Flynn, 
it was stated, bore the number of a Fermoy 
police car, and the words: ‘‘ Superintendent 
going; Galway man coming.” The witness 
added that on the previous day he had been 
transferred from Galway, 

lt was also stated in evidence that a sketch 
of “a chamber and passage” had also been 
found in the possession of Flynn.

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ARGUMENTS FOR 
DEFENCE 


THE ST. JOHN'S CHURCH 
CASE

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
F eas arguments on behalf of the 


defendants were advaneed on the re- 

sumed hearing of the action of the Rev, 
8. R. 8. Colquhoun, Vicar of St. John's 
a Sandymount, Dublin, against the 
members of the Cotirt of the General Synod 
of the Church of Ireland. The plaintiff 
claimed a declaration, amongst others, that 
he was béund to coriduct the Services in St. 
John’s Church according to the liturgy and 
rites prescribed in a deed of endowment of 
April 1, 1850; and an injunction restraining 
the defendants from hearing a petition against 
him in relation to matters of ritual. 

The defendants submitted that the state- 
ment of claim did not diselose any right in 
the plaintiff to the relief sought in the action. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, 
K.C,, and Mr. Maurice C. Walker (instructed 
by Messrs. Whitney, Moore and Keller) ap- 
peared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Price, K.C. ; 
Mr. Overend, K.C.. and Mr. Newett (in: 
structed by Messrs. Darley, Orpen and 
McGillycuddy) for the defendants, 

Continuing his argumett on behalf of the 
defendants, Mr. Price said that the object of 
the Irish Church Act, 1869. was to continue 
the existing trusts so far as it was possible 


to carry out the terms and inteption of those” 


trusts, and if the ministers and church- 
wardens were to be membefs of a certain 
church it would be rather curious that the 
ritual used should not be the ritual of that 
church. The lease of St, John’s Vicarage 
that had been put in by Mr. Jellett showed 
that the views of the trustees was that the 
clergyman of 8t. John’s Church was to be a 
clergyman of the Church of Ireland, and it 
was perfectly plain that the purpose of re- 
quiring the clergyman to take the declaration 
that he must take on his institution was to 
ensure that he would use the Prayer Book of 
the Church of Ireland. 


VISITATIONS 


It was rather interesting in the argument 
of counsel for the plaintiff that there had 
been no attempt by them to show what the 
jurisdiction of the Archbishop was at the 
time of the deed or what the jurisdiction 
was now. He could find in the Church Act 
no jurisdiction of the Archbishop except that 
of an admonitory kind, such as suggesting, 
or éven ordering, but there was no jurisdic- 
tion to try for any offence. If the clergy- 
man disobeyed an Archbishop the only 
remedy would be to try him before the 
Tribunal. 

Dealing with the meaning. of the Act in 
regard to visits by an Archbishop, Mr. Price 
said that these independent chapels were not 
subject to the visitation of the Archbishop. 
They wefe not per sé¢ subject by virtue of 
the ecclesiastical office.’ All clergymen in the 
parish churches and all other clergymen 
officiating under the Archbishop were sub- 
ject to his jurisdiction, but the donor or 
supplier of funds of a chapél could name his 
own visitor, 

Having quoted from “Tudor on Charities,”’ 
Mr. Price said that the jutisdiction of the 
Archbishop was of a limited kind. In cer- 
tain places he could inquite whether certain 
clothing had been used, and he could rule or 
direct that certain garments should not be 
uséd, and that was subject to appeal. He 
could not punish, however, nor éotild he trv 
for ah offence. He could use his spiritual 
powers as Bishop to admonish and to give 
guidance to the trustees to carry out the 
trusts. 

Mr. Jellett—It is the spiritual jurisdiction 
of the Archbishop that we refer to. 


ADMONTTORY 


Mr. Price said that the visitor had no 
jurisdiction over any corpotation except that 
given to him by law. The jurisdiction of 
the Archbishop was advisory and admoni- 
tory, and it never excluded the jurisdiction 
of the Courts’ of the Church, or in the old 
time the Courts of the land. The Archbishop 
had no jurisdiction to try a clergyman for 
breach of any kind. He could inquire if the 
clergyman had broken any of the canons oí 
the Church or was not keeping them, and he 
could prosecute for breach. In St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral the Archbishop of Dublin was not 
the Ordinary. Under the Church Act they 
made the Dean the Ordinary of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral. It showed that there may be 
churches, or buildings at all events, wheré 
services are going on in which the Arch- 
bishop in a diocese might not have jurisdic- 
tion. If they gave him a special jurisdiction 
they would define it. 

Mr. Overend, who followed on the same 
side, said that it appeared to be plaintiff's 
primary point that, once he was in St. John’s 
Church, he was outside the jurisdiction of 
the Court of the General Synod. The plaintiff 
claimed that there was a sort of oasis in 
relation to St. John’s, and asked for anh 
injunction to restrain the Court of the Genera! 
Synod from entering even upon an inquiry. 
The jurisdiction claimed for Mr. Colquhoun 
was a plain jurisdiction, and he wished to 
emphasise that with relation to the declara- 
tion which he madé when instituted into the 
benefice that he now enjoyed. 


THE PRAYER BOOK 


The Prayer Book that was referred to in 
the declaration taken by the plaintiff, was, 
said Mr. Overend, the Prayer Book at present 
in use in the Church of Ireland. That was 
evident from Article 2 of the Constitution of 
the Church of Ireland. Mr. Colquhoun had 
promised to submit himself to the authority 
of the Church of Ireland, and to the laws 
and tribunals thereof, and he now said that 
the words of that declaration bore a meaning 
cofitrary to what they meant on their face. 
He held office on the face of a contract, but. 
so far from performing the contract, he had 
resorted to every artifice and device that his 
friends could think of to avoid being brotight 
before the tribunal to which he had under- 
taken to submit himself. 

The attitude of Mr. Colquhoun in relation 
to the petition was that he never had filed 
an anawer to it. His only answer was en 
answer that they had heard not infrequently 
in recent years: “1 refuse to recognise the 


coirt. ' 
BY CONTRACT 


Mr. Overend added that the jurisdiction 
that now existed was a new jurisdiction exist- 
ing by contract. The Court of the General 
Synod had a complete original jurigdiction 
in all @ases, including the cases of the greater 
magnitude: the jurisdiction of the Diocesan 
Court was somewhat more limited. 

Mr. FitzGibbon, repiying for the plaintiff, 
submitted that the only issue in the action 
was one which fell within an extremely nar- 
row compass. It was concerned with the most 
elementary propositions of law—the law of 
contract and nothing else. Whether or not 
the rites or ritual of this or that Church 
must be practised in St. John’s had nothing 
whatever to do with the case. The whole 
question was: Within whose jurisdiction did 
it fall to say whether. what was done in St. 
John's was right or wrong’ 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
next Tuesday.

HE discussion of ‘‘The Ordeal of this 
Generation ' by the Irish Universities’ 

' Congress of 1956 was continued in 
Trinity College, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. wig á Blythe, the principal speaker, 
addressed the meeting for a full hour in 
Gaelic and dealt with the advancement of 
the Irish language and the future of Ireland. 

Mr. Blythé spoke of the division of this 
country, and said that it was the people of 
the North who could exercise most influence 
in bringing about reunion, because it was 
they alone who could change the opinions of 
the Northern Protestants. There was no 
better way to work for reunion than to get 
the majority in the six counties to vote in 


favour of it. The proper thing for the, 


Nationalists of the North to do was to boy- 
cott the Parliamentary elections, put forward 
no candidates, and record no votes. Not 
only would there be two Protestant parties 
in Parliament, but each one of them would 
be doing its utmost to get the support of the 
Catholics. He was certain that in such 
circumstances the likelihood of the Catholics 
getting positions, fair play and education 
would be much greater if they ignored 
Stormont. ' 

Representatives of the Free State and Great 
Britain probtbly would meet in the course of 
a year or two to settle certain matters, he 
said, but it was likely that the Irish repre- 
sentatives weuld have sufficient difficulty in 
setthng financial and trade matters to their 
own Satisfaction without introducing too 
often such contentious questions as the 
border. Whatever the Irish representatives 
did concerning reunion, however, it was 
certain that the British would give them a 
deaf ear while the outlook of the Belfast 
Government | remained as it is. England 
would have no reason to exercise her in- 
fluence in favour of Irish reunion, except to 
increase the number of her friends and make 
her position more secure in case of attack. 
Undoubtedly, if the Free State Government 
and public were friendly with England for a 
while, and if there was then reunion, it 
would be a good thing for England and would 
be helpful to Ireland. In existing conditions 
there was no chance of allowing this part of 
Ireland to send an army to take possession 
of Ulster, and even if it were allowed, unity 
under such circumstances would be of no 
use. 
Referring to the English Commission which 
reported recently on conditions in the six 
counties, Mr. Blythe said that if the trouble 
continued, and if the interest of a sufficiently 
large number of important people in England 
were aroused, the Belfast vernment would 
be unable to carry on its campaign so openly 
or so brazenly as it had done in the past. - 

Mr. N. 8. 8. Barnett (Queen's University, 
Belfast), having obtained permission to 
address the meetiig in English said that it 
was a mistake that a discussion concerning 
the unity of Ireland should take place in the 
lrish language, w.ach prevented the Northern 
delegates from voicing their opinions. They 
also felt that they had missed much by not 
having heard Mr. Blythe in a language which 
was intelligible to them.

HE Bishop of Kilmore (the Right Rev. 

ia Dr.. Barton) presided at the annual 

meeting of the Diocesan Synod here 
to-day, 

In the course of his address, the Bishop 
said that at the General Synod, in May last, 
the Archbishop of Dublin referred in wise 
and serious terms to the subject of church 
attendance. The problem, Dr. Barton con- 
tinued, is a very serious one in England. It 
is also seriotis in a less degree in such ai“ 
cities in lreland as Dublin and Belfast. in 
such a diocese as this it is less noticeable. 

Last year I held a visitation of the parishes 
of Elphin and Ardagh, and in preparation 
for it made careful statistics with regard to 
average church attendances, ‘'n some cases 
the results were strikingly encouraging. In 
one parish the average attendance in church 
on Sunday was as high as 70 per cent. of 
the Church of Ireland population. But the 
fact that non-attendance. at clrurch has 
reached such great proportions in other places 
is a warning to us which we dare not 
neglect. 


PERSONAL CONTACT 


For many years, especially in connection 
with city work, Í have carefully considered 
the reasons as to why attendance at Divine 
worsaip is greater in some places than in others. 
There are many reasons, but I am convinced 
that. the chief one lies in the matter of close 
contact between clergy and people. I know 
of districts in Belfast where an increase in 
the ministerial staff has in a very short time 
made all the difference in the matter ol 
church attendance. When a parish was so 
understaffed that the clergy could not keep 
in close touch with their people the people 
lost interest, the young driited from the 
church. Where that touch was established 
the results before long were remarkable. 

That is the mam reason why the attend- 
ances in country parishes are far better than 
in the cities. The old phrase holds good, 
that ‘‘a visiting clergyman makes a church- 
going péople.”’ 

There is no danger so great to a country 
as that of its daily life being divorced from 
those spiritual realities upon which all 
strength and beauty in life are built. There 1s 
a veal danger to-day of such divorce. There 
are those well qualified to speak who tell us 
that in England to-day there are a of a 
dulling of that moral couscience which has 
heen such a strength to her in past years. 
Is it unreasonable to associate this with the 
neglect of spiritual things? ‘se 

Let us beware. Life must have a spiritual 
foundation if it is to ring true. The neglect 
of public worship and of private prayer is a 
source of infinite danger to State and Church.

It is true that he sat in the 
House of Commons as a Conservative, and 
that his father was a Conservative before 
him; but he was born “ a little Liberal ” 
rather than a “ little Conservative.” It 
was Home Rule that sent him into the 
(Conservative Party in the House of Com- 
mons under the sponsorship of his brother- 
in-law, who was later known as Lord 
_ourtney. This was in 1893, and many of 
his most deeply-rooted opinions have 
changed in the long and difficult period 
that has intervened. 


Views on lfreland 


The most notable change in these 
deeply-rooted opinions is that about 
Ireland. When the Liberal broke with his 
party on Home Rule he entered Parlia- 
ment me & Tininniet, awd he fanght the 

mcession of self-government to Ireland 
steadily for nearly twenty-five years. His 
estrangement from his Unionist colleagues 
had been proceeding gradually over a 
long period, hut in the end it was Ireland 
which divided him from the Conservatives, 
as it had previously divided him from the 
Liberals. It was the Black-and-Tan cam- 
paign that brought about the division : 
lie resented that campaign as much as di 
any Trichman and mada na earrat af his 
resentment. But the end was hastened 
hy the murder af a hatel keepar at Castle. 
connell, of which his surgeon brother was 
an eye-witness. Thus had Ireland brought 

wandering Liberal back -home. 


Liberalism and Religion 


Like so many of the outstanding 
Liberals of the last century in England, 
Lord Parmoor’s liberalism was rooted in 
his religion. He was not, and is not, 
a Nonconformist; he has always been a 
churchman, and one who held a dis- 
tinguished position in the councils of the 
Church of England. But he had definite 
lcanings towards the Society of Friends, 
which he derived in the first instance 
from a Quaker grandmother. Before the 
War his strong chur€hmanship led to his 
retention in many cases in which the 
Church was involved, but he makes strong 
denial that his chief work at the bar was 
n ecclesiastical cases. He had. he says. 

a ureat dislike to arguing these cases 
before the Common Law or Chancery 
Conrts.’’ He practised at the Parliamen- 
tary Bar, and succeeded to much of the 
vork of Lord Alverstone when that great 
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lawyer becarae Attorney-General. Never- 
theless, Lord Parmoor was Vicar General 
of York and Canterbury until his retire- 
ment from the Bar, and was then elected 
Chairman of the House. of Laymen of 
Canterbury Province, and the first Chair- 
man of the House of Laity in the Church 
Assembly. 

During ‘the War his pacific inclinations 
sent him towards Labour in politics. He 
despred a peace by negotiation, became in- 
terested in the problem of the 
conscientious objector, served on the 
“ Fight the Famine’’ Council and the 
“Save the Children " Fund; and in all 
these movements became associated with 
those who in later times drifted into the 
Labour Party. His own interest in that 
party was not very strong, and he tells 
that he had met Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
only seldom before he was invited to join 
the first Labour Government as Jord 
Chancellor, in 1924. It was ultimately 
upon the advice of one of his closest 
Church friends in Oxford, Dr. Burge, that 
he decided to take the offered post. 


The Geneva Protocol 


His work for the Labour Government 
Was mainly associated with the League 
of ‘Nations. He was really Minister for 
League Affairs before that office was 
created for Mr. Anthony Eden last year, 
and he tock a leading part in the famcus 
Geneva Protocol. His regret is still that 
this Protocol was rejected, but he hopes 
that something akin to it will ultimatety 
be accepted. With the later activities of 
Mr. Macdonald he seoms to have little 
sympathy, and is of the opinion that the 
action of 1931 was ‘‘ wrong in itself and 
based on a misunderstanding of the 
true meaning of the British Constitution.”

The chief wealth of this*eountry is. her 
admirable forests, which are so well 
managed that the supply of their products 
as wood-pulp, lumber and other derivatives 
from trees is almost inexhaustible. This 
natural forest covers over three-quarters 
of the whole country. The standard of 
living, though not luxurious, is extremely 
high, and allows for plenty of good food, 
excellent housing conditions, and educa- 
tional facilities that are scarcely paralleled 
elsewhere. The author not only describes 
Finland with regard to all its merits as a 
flourishing democracy, but gives excellent 
accounts of the literature and arts of the 
country. There are a number of very fine 
photographs, arranged oddly, but rather 
pleasantly, in groups throughout the book. 
There is a lesson in almost every chapter 
for the rest of the world, with its waste 
and inverted values of living.

HE author of this book explored the 
wilds of Manchuria, where * the hills 
were wooded, and in the valleys the 
grasses grew so tall that even a man on 
horse-back would have been engulfed. 
The flowers were like great tongues of 
flame, and there were huge butterflies like 
birds, and rivers veiled with flowers. 
Where else in the world could a man live 
so freely among nature so unspoilt?’’ He 
fell in with an ancient hunter who, through 
long residence in the wilds, felt something 
akin to the creatures of the woods around. 
He passed many years with the old man, 
and grew to know and understand the 
animals. Part of their occupation was the 
collecting of rare herbs and the antlers of 
the Manchurian spotted deer, which are 
esteemed of sovereign virtue by the 
Chinese.

RAUGHTSMANSHIP is only one 
small part of the cartoonist’s job. 
He. needs, of course, a sense of humour 
us well, but, above everything else, he 
must have the very rare gift of beipg able 
to compress an idea, to sum up a situation 
and comment upon it, ‘in a small black- 
and white sketch. A good cartoon is as 
rare as a good epigram and deserves as 
much praise. 

England at the moment has fhree fine 
practitioners in the art. ‘‘ Poy” may 
nag too much at the things he does not 
like, and his satire often seems to be 
rather cheap, but the popular appeal and 
the acid strength of his work cannot be 
denied. ‘‘ Strube,”’ less partisan and 
more humane. is at least “‘ Poy’s’’ equal, 
but there is little doubt that David Low 
stands above either. Now that a number 
of Low’s sketches have been issued in 
book form, it us easier to judge him than 
when they were appearing one by one in 
the newspapers. ;

There are many delightful things in 
this book, many of them concerned with 
Signor Mussolini, whose features have 
been given a grotesquely animal touch.

It is only when all these cartoons are 
brought together that one realises what an 
individualist their maker is. This quality 
is rare enough in cartoonists, who usually 
range themselves on the side of the public, | 
and speak on behalf of it. ‘‘ Poy,” for 
instance, allies himself with his “John 
Citizen,’’ and “ Strube’’ with his “Little 
Man,” but it is significant that the only 
symbolic figure which appears in Low's 
work is “ Colonel Blimp,’’ and that he 
is not supported, but derided. David Low 
speaks only for himself, and he carries 
his independence to such a point that he 
has launched more than one bitter cartoon 
on Lord Beaverbrook himself, in whose 
newspaper his work is published. 


Low s Beliefs 


Examined en masse, Low's cartoons 
reveal a very strong and consistent mind 
behind them. This artist it no mere 
comedian, but a social. reformer with a 
passionate belief in his doctrine, and at 
times almost the sere indignatio of a 
modern Swift. The European wrangles 
seem to him to be leading civilisation back 
into chaos, and “ The Man Who Took the 
Lid Off ’’—which shows Signor. Mussolini

Can the Doctor Come? By Einar Wall-

HE enormous value of modern methods 
of transport in dealing with difficult 
surgical: cases in wild country is brought 
home to one in this book. The author, 
a doctor whose work lies among some 
three thousand Lapps, and whose parish 
covers a country thousands of square miles 
in extent, writes of his labours in this 
barren land, where a patient has often to 
travel for days across snow-buried plafhs 
and frozen rivers, either on skis or in 
pulkas. Many of the cases are of women 
in diffeult labour, and the sufferings of 
these poor creatures during their lengthy 
journey can hardly be imagined. Needless 
to say, the doctor himself haschad any 
adventures under such cond’ ‘»ns, and he 
tells some very moving stories of the 
heroism and fortitude of his Lapp 
patients. Nowadays much of the transport 
is done by special aeroplane, while a 
home for the aged Lapps solves a 
melancholy problem very thoroughly. 

In addition to his accounts of the 
medical side of his work, the author tells 
humorous tales, and gives many instances 
which show the pluck, resource and 
hardihood of his widespread “ panel.” 
The book is illustrated with some really 
beautiful ,photographs, so fine that one 
could wish them a little larger. 


Bird-Life in London 
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Birds of the Green Belt and the Couniry 
around London. By R. M. Lockley. London:

66 HE Green Belt” is an official term 

applied by the Greater London 
Regional Planning Committee to a green 
girdle of country cutside the latest ex- 
pansion of London. The area covered by 
this book is within a 25 miles radius from 
St. Paul's, and covers the most varied 
types of country.

Comparisons with Dublin 


Those who have a knowledge of the bird- 
life of the country around Dublin City 
will be able to make an interesting com- 
parison of their local avi-fauna and that 
of the area covered by Mr. Lockley.

ERE is a unique book: a book written 
by a comic character in fiction about 
the artist who gave him “his fictional 
life. And another character has written a. 
prefatory note. These two are “ Stalky ” 
and “ McTurk ” from Rudyard Kipling’s 
“ Stalky and Co.’’; Stalky writing the 
preface and MecTurk the book. It is a. 
book that will shed much new ó á upon - 
Kipling, and will add to the understand- 
ing and appreciation of his work. 
It is fitting that a unique book should. 
be written about Kipling, because he was. 
himself unique. At the early age of 25 
he was a ‘ best-seller,’’ and less than five 
vears later his name. was almost a house- 
hold word. If this character-author is 
somewhat unconventional in his style, so 
also was his hero, and he has written a. 
sprightly book upon one who was any- 
thing but sprightly in his later years.

BILL OF HUNDRED SECTIONS 


————- 


The bill is a very comprehensive one, 
consisting of 100 sections, divided into ten 
parts and two schedules. 

The topics dealt with in the measure in- 
clude provisions jn relation to the Paris 
Convention, carriage by air, liability in 
respect of damage caused by aircraft, 
establishment and maintenance of aero- 
dromes, trespass and nuisance by aircraft 
and dangerous flying,’ the setting up of a 
new company and subsidiary companies, 
restriction on services for internal carriage 
by air of passengers and goods, and the 
control and regulation of certain classes ol 
aviation business. 

The outstanding provision of the- bill is 
that which concerns the formation and 
registration of a company. It will be the 
duty of the Minister for Finance to under- 
take this work. He will also arrange for 
the cost of the promotion expenses to the 
extent of a sum not exceeding £5,000. 

It is stipulated that the company shall 
have its headquarters in Dublin. Its 
ebjects shall include the establishment, 
maintenance and working of aerial con- 
veyances between places in the Free 
State and between the Free State 
and other countries directly or by 
means of Aer Lingus, Teoranta, and 
other undertakings in which the company 
has a controlling interest. It shall acquire 
and hold shares in Aer Lingus, Teoranta, 
and promote and hold shares in other air 
transport undertakings, and make arraúge- 
ments with other transport undertakings. 


SHARE CAPITAL 


The amount of the share capital of the 
company shall be £1,000,000, divided into 
shares of £1 each, and the shares may be 
divided into several classes. The number 
of directors shall be five, and so ‘ong as 
the Minister for Finance holds one-tenth 
of the issued shares he shall have power to 
nominate three of the directors. The com- 
pany shall have power to raise money by 
means of debentures, the amount so raised 
not to exceed the paid-up share capital. 

The Minister for Finance will have 
power to authorise the payment of 
subsidies to the company on such terms 
and conditions as may be specified by 
Order, provided that such shall be con- 
firmed by resolution of Dail Eireann, and 
that within twenty-one days the Order 
has not been annulled by the Dail. The 
amount to be Authorised in this way must 
not exceed £500,000, and no such grant 
shall be made after the expiration of five 
years from the passing of the Act. 

The company may, with the consent of 
the Minister, lend to Aer Lingus, Teoranta 
sums sufficient to discharge liabilities 
which that company may have incurred, 
These are to be repaid ty the issue of 
debentures, by the issue of shares of a 
nominal sum equal to the amount, or by 
the issue of debentures and shares. 

The Control of Manufactures Acts, 1952, 
and 1934, shall not apply to anything 
done by the company. 


INTERNAL AIR SERVICES 


The right to carry on an internal air 
service is restricted to the new comnpany, 
Aer Lingus, or any subsidiary company, 
or to a person licensed by the Minister for 
the purpose. Contravention of this provi- 
sion will render the offender liable to a 
fine not exceeding £100, and in the case 
of a continuing offence a further fine of 
£10 per day. 

The Minister may, if he thinks fit, grant 
to a person who is authorised to carry on 
an international service permission fo 
carry on an internal service, subject to 
stipulated conditions. ‘Internal air 
service ” means a service for the carriage 
of passengers and goods within the Free 
State. 

Section 24 limits the liability for damage 
caused by aircraft to person or property 
on land or water, in the case of an airship 
to £25,000, in the case of a balloon to 
£5,000, in the case of a glider to £1,000, 
and in other cases to the number ol 
pounds of Free State currency equal to 
the number of Ibs. Avoirdupois consti- 
tuting the weight of the aircraft when 
fully loaded. Owners of aircraft are 
required to be insured against certain 
third party msks, and any person con- 
travening this section is liable to a fine 
not exceeding £200 for six months’ im- 
prisonment). 

Under the section, of the bill dealing 
with aerodromes the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce may enclose any State 
land, or part thereof, for the purpose of 
establishing an aerodrome

OBJECT OF THE NEW 


BILL

Apart from its importance as being the 
means of establishing a national air 
transport company, the Air Navigation 
and Transport Bill has been drafted to 
incorporate all the necessary powers for 
the control and development of Free State 
air services. 

It gives effect to three international air 
conventions :—Those of Paris (1919), 
Warsaw (1929) and Rome (1933). The 
Paris Convention relates to aerial nav'- 
gation; that of Warsaw to international! 
carriage by air, and the Rome Convention 
to: damage caused by aircraft to third 
parties. The Executive Council will have 
the right to supplement the Paris Con- 
vention with special orders relating to 
safety, if these are considered neces- 
sary. ' 
Apart from the permission which is 
given to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce and local authorities to 
establish aerodromes and acguire land for 
this purpose, the bill provides for the 
setting up of management committees 
where outside bodies are contributing to 
a local authority for the purpose of main- 
taining an aerodrome, Loca! authorities 
will have the right to engage in business 
ancillary to the operation of an aero 
drome. Expenses incurred under this 
part of the Act will be defrayed bv the 
rates 

The Air Navigation Act, 1920, which 
hecame operative in the Free State under 
the Adaptation of Enactments Act, is 
repealed, but the essentials of that 
legislation are contained in the new bill. 
It also incorporates the fundamentals of 
English legislation (passed since 1920) 
regarding the development of aviation. 


£500,000 IN SUBSIDIES 


A maximum sum of £500,000 may be 
paid out to the national air transport 
company in subsidies within the first five 
years from the date of the passing of the 
bill. The subsidy guaranteed by the 
British Government to Imperial Airways, 
Ltd., during the first ten years of that 
company’s operation was £},000,000. The 
bill does not state the manner in which 
the subsidy will be paid to the national! 
air transport company; the method 
originally used in England was on 4% 
mileage basis, but this was subsequently 
changed to a basis of horse-power mileage. 

The mail-carryipg proviso in the bill 
is important in view of the decision of 
the British Government to transfer a 
great deal of its mail to air lines within 
the next eighteen months. 

There will be a tightening up of regula- 


tions regarding ”'“ pleasure flights,” 
charter work and instructional flying. 
These will be permitted only under 
license. Any person may apply for a 
licence authorising him to carry on a 
specified class of aviation business 

Aer Lingus, Teoranta, the company now 
operating a daily service between Dublin 
and Bristol], will receive a loan as soon as 
the national organisation is registered to 
discharge any liabilities which the com- 
pany may have incurred and not satisfied. 


RETENTION OF CONTROL 


Generally speaking, the bill conforms 
with the legislation in other European 
countries, most of which aim at retaining 
the control of air transport in the hands 
of nationals. Commenting on this recently, 
the managing director of Imperial Airways 
(Mr. E. Wood Humphrey, C.B.E.) 
stated: “ In the present condition of world 
affairs, while national air services must 
rely on subsidies from their national 
Exchequers to na their earnings 
from ordinary traffic receipts, each country 
seeks to carry its own mail in its own air- 
cyatt,.. « In an entirely rational 
world, free from the competition of 
national ambition, the world's carrying 
would doubtless be carried on regardless 
of nationality; but in the world as it is

MASKED MEN ROB 
WOMEN 


THREE YEARS’ PENAL 
SERVITUDE

LONGFORD, Friday. 


ATRICK CLINTON, Church street, 
Edgewort)-stown, and Bernard 
Murray, Bracklin, Edgeworthstown, 
labourers, were sentenced to three years’ 
penal servitude each by Judge Gleeson at 
Longford to-day. 

They had been jointly charged with rob- 
bery with aggravation, on the occasion of 
a raid by two masked men on the shop 
of Miss Beglan, Killasoona, Granard, on 
the night of 28th January last. Bernard 
Murray, who pleaded guilty, gave evi- 
dence, and Patrick Clinton, who at first 
entered a plea of not guilty, in the 
course of the case withdrew that plea and 
admitted the crime. 

Judge Gleeson said that the men were 
young—21 and 22, respectively—and Clin- 
ton was a married man with children. 
If, however, he gave effect to the plea 
of youth and poverty put forward it 
would be an encouragement to others to 
commit crime. They were liable to a 
sentence of flogging for this offence. and 
to a fifteen-year term of penal servitude. 
Though the revolver used in the raid was 
a toy revolver, it had the same effect as 
a real revolver would have had on the 
people of the house—three women. It 
was a cowardly act, and were it not for 
the circumstances the sentence would be 
much heavier. 


WOMAN'S STORY 


Miss Beglan told the Court that she 
answered a knock at her door, but did not 
open it until a voice said he was “ P. 
Fagan.” When she opened the door she 
was confronted by two men, masked, and 
saw what resembled a bright-coloured re- 
volver with one of the men, who told her 
to get back to the kitchen, where he 
threatened to blow her brains out if she 
stirred. The other man went to tlie shop. 
She was very frightened, and when the 
men left she missed about £2 from her 
till, and a quantity of cigarettes and 
groceries. 

Murray’s statement was that he and 
Clinton went for a walk as far as Beglan’s 
shop at Killasonna, which Clinton pro- 
posed they raid. Witness said that there 
were only women living there, and they 
might become too frightened, but Clinton 
over-ruled this and knocked at the door. 
Miss Beglan inquired what was wanted, 
and Clinton replied: ‘ Cigarettes.’’ She 
replied she had no cigarettes, and then 
he asked for candles. She then asked 
“who was there,” and he replied: “ P. 
Fagan,” and she opened the door. Before 
proceeding to the door the two had put on 
masks, and Clinton had given witness a 
bright-coloured revolver larger than the 
one produced in court. When the door 
opened Clinton ordered Miss Beglan to 
“put them up,” and directed witness with 
the revolver to take up a position on a 
door leading to the kitchen, to which Miss 
Beglan retreated, and where there were 
two other women. One of the women told 
a girl there to go for a neighbour, and the 
girl went towards the backdoor, but he 
ordered her back, and she backed into the 
kitchen, where he told the women not to 
be frightened, that they were only looking 
for.ammunition. 

In the meantime Clinton had gone to 
another part of the house, and witness 
heard the jingling of money. When they 
came out Clinton offered witness some of 
the contents of a bag, which included 
sugar, candles and groceries, and a carton 
of cigarettes. Clinton gave witness 3s. 4d. 
and some cigarettes. 


THREE FASCISTS

BOMBING AND SHOOTING 
IN MADRID

Further bomb outrages and revolver 
battles between Fascists and Socialists, in- 
volving three deaths, have broken out in 
Madrid in the past 24 hours, after a period 
of comparative calm. 

About midday to-day a new building, in 
the course of construction in one of the 
principal streets in the city, was. blown 
up by four bombs, skilfully placed under 
the main strut of the building's steel 
frame. Four other bombs were exploded 
in the workingclass suburb of Cuatro 
Caminos late last night, doing consider- 
able damage. 

In a café in the Alcala, the main shop- 
ping centre of Madrid, two Fascists were 
murdered early this morning, and another 
so seriously wounded that he died this 
afternoon.

Plucky Fight by Injured

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as TMOIuEBON lawn tennis champion- 
ships have produced an unprece- 
dented number of injuries this year, but 
the greatest misfortune of all was reserved 
for yesterday. The German champion, 
Baron von Cramm, had his hopes of suc- 
cess against Fred Perry in the men’s 
singles final dashed by a thigh muscle in 
his very first service. It was the German's 
unlucky day, for, not only was he injured 
and defeated, but on his way to the ground 
his car narrowly avoided collision with 
another motor. The escape must have im- 
posed some nerve strain. 

The match lasted only forty-five minutes 
—the shortest final on record—and Perry 
won 6-1, 6-1, 6-0, thus securing the title 
for the third year in succession. 

The crowd of 20,000 was very sympa- 
thetic with von Cramm when they became 
aware of his injury, and showed their 
appreciation of his gameness in refusing 
to give up, although obviously he was 
suffering great pain. Baroness von Cramm 
was a spectator, and as soon as her 
husbani made his exit she hurried to his 
side and consoled him. ‘‘I am terribly 
disappointed my husband didn’t win, as 
this was his second final,’’ she said. 

Von Cramm’s greatest concern is whether 
he can get fit in time to help his country 
in the European zone final of the Davis 
Cup against Yugoslavia in Zagreb on 
Friday next. He is determined to trave! 
with his colleagues to Yugoslavia as 
arranged to-day, and if he is fit by Thurs- 
day he will play ; if he is not he will have 
to stand down. 


£10,000 OFFER TO PERRY

New York, Bill O’Brien, the sports pro: 
moter, has once again renewed his offer to 
the Englishman to turn professional. This 
time O’Brien has cabled to Perry an offer 
of 50.000 dollars (about £10,000) for a 
four months’ tour to start on January 1, 
1937.

Dublin bakers and bread servers have 
unanimously decided to accept the pro- 
posals reconimended by their negotiating 
committee for a settlement of their 
demands for the restoration of the wage 
cuts umposed in 1928. This decision was 
taken at a mass meeting of over 1,000 of 
the 1,700 workers concerned, which was 
held in the Rotunda Picture House last 
night. 

The terms of settlement, which were 
drawn up at a series of conferences held 
with the Dublin Master Bakers’ Associa- 
tion earlier in the week, provide for in- 
creases ranging from 3s. 6d. per week in 
the case of bread van drivers to 4s, 6d. 
per week in the case of bakers. In other 
cases, such as those of stablemen, special 
increases—amounting in all cases to 50 per 
cent. of the wage reductions—will be made. 
The new rates are retrospective from the 
20th June. 

Special bonuses are to be paid to day 
workers who are called upon to perform 
night work, and holiday arrangements, 
along the lines of the holiday clauses of 
the Conditions of Employment Act, have 
also been made.

PEAKING at Weimar to-night, Herr 
Hitler referred to foreign policy in 
the following terms :— 

‘‘T cannot voice any other desire than 
that we may succeed in preserving the 
peace for our people in the future. 

“ We preface the word ‘ peace ' with the 
word ‘ honour,’ and in speaking of. peace 
we understand liberty. 

“ Without this honour and this liberty 
there cannot be any peace. This should 
be known by our nation and also by the 
world; for this will eliminate misunder- 
standings and pave the way for a true 
peace.” ' 

Herr Hitler declared that if the Nazi 
Party sank Germany would sink with it, 
and added: 

“Ten years is a short time. It is only 
the beginning of what, I hope, will be a 
century-long struggle of the German 
people.’’ 

Chancellor Hitler was speaking at the 
tenth anniversary of the first Nazi Party 
Congress in Weimar, which was in- 
augurated this afternoon by a gala recep- 
tion in the Weimar Castle. 

The climax of the gathering is expected 
to be to-morrow, when 4,000 people who 
participated in the first Congress, tens of 
thousands of ‘‘ S.A.’ and “S.S, ” men, 
political leaders, and detachments of all 
the troops garrisoned in Thuringia wil] 
parade before the Fuchrer. 

Herr Hitler will make four speeches 
during these three days. In addition to 
to-night’s speech he will speak once to- 
morrow morning and twice on Sunday.

‘Strong criticism of the Palestine 

Government was expressed to-day by the 
Chief Justice (Sir Michael McDonnell), 
in‘the High Court. The occasion of his 
remarks was the hearing of an injunction 
filed against the Government with the 
object of preventing the demolition of 
houses at Jaffa by Royal Engineers and 
other British troops and police, in con- 
nection with town-planning. 

Although he discharged the injunction 
Sir Michael was scathing about the 
Government 

The petitioners, he declared, had per- 
formed a public ‘service “in exposing the 
Palestine Administration’s singularly dis- 
ingenuous lack of moral courage,’’ be- 
cause they had refused truthfully to state 
that the demolition was required for de- 
fensive purposes. Instead, they had said 
it was for town-planning. 

In his judgment Sir Michael depre- 
cated the Government’s lack of candour, 
and expressed disapproval of the official 
proceeding by not imposing costs upon 
the petitioners.

On his desk the man left letters 
addressed to King Edward, Mr, Eden, 
two English newspapers—the Manchester 
Guardian and The Times—the President 
of France and M. A’venol. 

The letter to M. Aveno] apologised for 
the ‘abrupt procedure,’ and said that 
the shooting» was a demonstration against 
the ill-treatment: of Jews in Germany. 


RUSH FOR STAIRWAY 


The shooting occurred. while an official 
was reading the translation of the 
Spanish delegate’s address. There was a 
second’s hush as the shot rang out, and 
then the Assethbly was thrown into the 
utmost pandemonium, Members jumped 
to their feet and made precipitately for 
the stairway. 

_ All those nearest him crowded round the 
injured man, who had a large hole in his 
side, just above the heart. 

Above the shouting the President, M. 
van Zeeland, could be heard suspending 
the sitting. . i 

For ten minutes the hall was a Bedlam. 
Members gathered in groups and shouted 
questions and answers at one another. 
The excitement was far greater than when 
the Italian journalists hissed the Negus. 

The injured man was taken out and 
rushed to hospital, whore he died at 
9 p.m. 


MEMOTRS? 


The numerous letters he left were in 
big envelopes, and appear- to contain 
hing extensive memoirs, probably of his 
ife. 

There was also a letter to his wife. 

Order was restored after the injured 
man was carried out, and M. van Zeeland 
explained that the shooting had no rela | 
tion to the discussions before the League. | 

The shooting, following so soon after 
the unruly demonstration of the Italian 
journalists, has drawn attention to the 
laxity of the precautionary measures at 
these gatherings, when some of the fore 
most statesmen of the world are present. 
How easy would it be to blow a group of 
them to smithereens with a well-aimed 
bomb was a thought that passed through 
the minds of many of those present at 
to-day’s tragedy. 

Lux was expelled from Germany in the 
early days of the Nazi reqimé and 
appears to have been obsessed with the 
sufferings of his fellow-countrymen.

Efforts are expected to be made to 
persuade the delegation to withdraw the 
request for a loan. 

In the first speech at to-day’s Assembly 
meeting Senhor Monteiro, the Portuguese 
Foreign Minister, struck a pessimistic 
note, which was echoed in one way-or 
another by all the other speakers. He 
said: “‘It has been clearly seen that col- 
lective security can be safeguarded only 
by military sanctions. To eliminate 
sanctions would mean the triumph 
of crime. violence and unscrupulous 
audacity ; to abandon finally the ufe of 
military sanctions would mean the 
renunciation of the idea of international 
order,” 


NO FIGHTING 


Other delegates who followed agreed 
with him in the necessity for change in 
the Covenant, but several opposed entirely 
the idea of military sanctions. 

M. Delbos then made the following 
points :'— : 

“ There can be no question of trans- 
forming the basis of the Covenant. but 
only of strengthening it by improving its 
application. 

‘“ The League of Nations would become 
a vain word if, on the pretext of main- 
taining it effectively or widening it, we 
were to sacrifice the essential principies 
of colleetive responsibility and action 
which are embodied in the Covenant.’’ 

M. Delbos pointed out that it was a 
paradox that under Article Eleven a nation 
which threatened peace can, by its vote, 
hold up any peaceful action. The pacify- 
ing action of the Council must not be 
paralysed by the attitude of the States 
contemplating aggression.
